PENNY WISE AND POUND FOOLISH. 


The Austin Reveille, in an article on 
the necessity of procuring Government 
title to mines says: Many prospectors 
do not realize the necessity of procur- 
ing a patent on their mines before 
knowing them to be of great value, as 
a certain preventative of any further 
litigation in regard to the matter. 
Thus many work away till they find 
good pay dirt, and when their claim is 
known to be really of value and the 
owners proceed to patent it, claĩimauts 
spring up on evefy side and a long lit- 
igation begins, which results in, if not 
the loss of property, so much expense 
as to swallew up the profits for a 
long period. These false claimants, 
by the use of money or some techni- 
cality of law, or in some instances pure 
cheek, can establish such a hold as ia 
very difficult to shake off, as many 
have found to their sorrow. The 
only way to prevent, to a certainty, 
any such outcome is to have the patent 
procured at so early a stage of de- 
velopment that no one will have any 
reason or excuse for iuterference.

BASE BRANDING. 


Cutting and Cauterizing Cattle Causing 
Considerable Cavil. 


Cattlemen estimate that there is an 
annual loss to the State of Nevada of 
a hundred thousand dollars by the 
branding of cattle and horses. The 
hide is so badly cut up and seared 
that a loss of from 60 cents to a dol- 
lar a piece is incurred. Old marks 
cost the hide about four bits, aud 
tresh burns that have not yet healed 
are at least a dollar’s damage. Ifa 
brand is laid on the animals ribs it 
‘spoils a whole side of leather, and yet 
it is done by a great many intelligent 
stock men. They say they can see it 
further. There has got to be such a 
mixture of herds io this State that a 
man has to nearly murder a “‘critter’’ 
in order to mark it so as to be able to 
hold it. There is so much buying and 
selliag, so much driving of bands 
from Oregon Mexico and Texas that 
confusion worse confounded seems to 
reign. It is , 

NOT AN UNFREQUENT THING 
for cattle dealers to have bands on 
their ranches coming from half a 
dozen different places, and when they 
come to add their own brands» to those 
inflicted when the brutes were year- 
lings the animals look like Japanese 
puzzles. It used to be considered suf- 
ficieat to use an iron with a double 
letter or some character for each 
owner. This was registered with the 
county Recorder, and was well known 
all over the State. Some would have 
an ear mark others a dew lap, and so 
on. Now almost everybody has a 
branding iron of some sort, and all 
the other marks too. A GAZETTE re- 
porter saw last week on a ranch in 
Elko county, a cow that hada big 
brand on the hip, another on the ribs 
one ear was cut so that a strip hung 
down and a point stuck up, and an- 
other section maintained its original 
position at right angles to the horn. 
The other ear had a slit the whole 


length of it. An iron had burned into 


the shoulder some time in the” youth 
of the animal. A dew lap the size of 
a small carpet sack hung down in 
front trom the throat, and a chunk of 
skin had been cut out of the cheek 
and hung down beside the jaw. The 
conundrum suggested itself where the 
next man who owned her would get 
in his branding iron or knife.

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A LAND LORD. 


Nevada Claims for a Citizen the Largest 
Private Land Owneria America. 


Col. Dan Murphy, of Halleck Sta- 
tion, Elko county, came to California 
in 1844, and may be said to have made 
the country pay him well for his 
time. He is now probably the largest 
private land owner on this continent. 
He has 4,000,000 acres of land in one 
body in Mexico, 60,000 in Nevada and 
23,000 in California. His Mexican 
grant he bought 4 years ago for $200,- 
000 cash, or 5 cents an acre. It is 60 
miles long and covers a beautiful 
country, of hill and valley, pine tim- 
ber and meadow land. It comes 
within 12 miles of the city of Duran- 
go, which is to be a station on the 
Mexican Central. Mr. Murphy raises 
wheat on his California land and cat- 
tle on that in Nevada. He got 55,- 
000 sacks last year, and ships 6,000 
head of cattle a year rigst aloog. A 
Gazette reporter asked him what he 
would do if he could sell all his land 
fora dollar an acre. He answered 
“boy cattle.” 
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Things at the Banner Mil. 

W. D. Robertson, of the Banner 
Mill, is in town. He says the mills 
are running nicely. There is consid- 
erable quail and grouse between the 
mill and Independence. Mr. Penman, 
vf the Lake, killed three deer last 
week.

A few land-loched salmon are being 
caught. The Banner mill will cut 
about 40,000 ties this season. They 
are putting in chutes to haul logs on, 
instead of oxen. They have three 
chutes now, aud put in 100 logs a day 
with three teams, hauling them all 
the way from a half a mile toa mile 
and a quarter. It is much cheaper 
and safer. It costs about 83 50 a 
thousand to put the logs in the pond. 
They cut on an average 40, 000 feet a 
day, whice is a big run. The mill and 
engine are first-class.
